HE Seé& of the Stoics, fays he, called Virtue 
Wifdom, according to the Style of Sofmen, who 
beftows on a Vitiows Perfon the Appellation of Fool, 
In this they exprefled themfelves very juflly ; for Vir- 
tue is nothing elfe but a Regard to all moral Duties 
upon rational Evidence ; and Virtue and 
eafon are {o nearly allied, or rather {o clofely united, 
that Reafon may be confidered as /pecudative Virtue, 
and Virtue as prafical Reafon. ‘Theie Philofophers, 
"tis true, difguifed the Truth with an Air of Improba- 
bility, the more to engage the “Attention of their Hear- 
ers. This they did by ufing Terms in a Senfe that was 
different from theircommon Acceptation, and giving 
them a philofophical Signification, more agreeable to 
their real Meaning. ‘Thus they were ufed to fay, shat 
none but a wife Man was a King ; which, at firit, ap- 
ridiculous. But by a King they meant nota 
Man who kept whole Nations in Subjeétion to his 
Will or capricious Humour, but a Man who was inde- 
pendent of every thing bat his Virtue, and who had an 
abfolute Dominion over himfelf.. Another Maxim of 
theirs was, that none but a wife Manwas free; becaule, 
tho’ brought under the Yoke of what we call Slavery, 
he practifes nothing but what, in his peculiar Circum- 
ftances, his Reafon prefcribes asa Duty. When they 
afferted, that a wife Man was not fubjed to Pain, their 
Meaning was not, that Wifdom had the Power of hin- 
dering painful Senfations from piercing. thro’ the Body 
tothe Soul. Wathoutdoubt they defigned only to in- 
culcate this Truth, that Pain is not capable of forcin 
true Virtue to admit of the leat indecent Action. ie 
was likewife their Opinion, thet none but a wife Man 
eas rich, But by Riches they did not mean the Goods 


' of Fortune, which ape uncertaia, and which can never 


fatisfy the Poffeflor ; but inward Treafures of Virtue, 
Contentment, and an undiiturbed Mind. 

But that which feems moft ridiculous in their Philofo- 
phy, is this Affertion, that there are no Degrees in Fir- 
tue and Vice; and that one Virtue or Vice is as great 
as another. How can it be faid, that to help a poor 
Man in his Dittrefs, is as great a Virtue as to fave one’s 
native Country when oppreffed, by venturing Life and 
Fortune? Is it as great an Offence to fteal a tew Herbs 
out of another’s Garden, as itis to murder one’s Fa- 
ther? At firlt View this appears to be very unphilo- 
fophical ; yet if we confider with Attention, in what 
Manner thefe Philofophers explain their Affertion, we 
fhall find, that, according to thé Signification they give 
to the Expreffion, it imports nothing but what is 
highly reatonable and ufeful ; for they {peak only of 
virtuous and vitious Aétions confidered in themfelves, 
abftraétedly from their Motives and Confequences. 
They confider them with to a Law, either as ful- 
filling or tranfgrefling it; Good and Juit are the fame 
thing with them. Nothing can be more juft than 
Juftice ; nothing better than Goodne/s ; for nothing 
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juft, but he is likewife cruel, and a Moniter of Ingrati- 
tude ; fo that his Offence mult be confidered as a Com- 
lication of Crimies. Thus, who fteals from a rich 
an, makes himfelf guiley # Felony only ; but he 
that robs a Man otf his méeeflary Food, adds Un- 


mercifulnets to Injuttice. Agghphusa Thief who com- 


mits Burglary, o twice; he both fttals afd‘ vio- 
lates the publick Security, and in fo dding he $ 
two different Laws. 

The Speétater however allows, that the Reafoning 
which regards every Action a-part, or without its Con» 
nection, in an abftracted Manner, is too refined for 
Ethicks or Morality, which muft be the Praétice of 
every Man, and which ought, by Confequence, to be 
founded on more familiar Ideas, and underftood by 
every Man. It therefore feems to him more natural to 
confider Virtues and Vices in their Conneétion, and to 


fuppofe that they take a Diftin¢tion ftom their Degrees. 
- In order to define that Diftinétion, he propofes two ge- 


neral Rules ; the firft external, according to which an 
Eftimate is to be made of Good and Evil, as the one is 
beneficial, and the other detrimental to Society. ‘The 
fecond internal, according to which a Judgment is made 
of them, in Proportion to the Complication of Vices 
which fometimes make up an evil Aétion, and the 
Confluence of excellent Qualities which fometimes unite 
in a good Action. | 

It is eafy to obferve, that tho’ thefe two general 
Rules agree in many Cafes, yet they cannot harmonize 
in all; and that as the one is better adapted to Poli- 
ticks, fo the other is better ‘fuited to Philofophy. Ac- 
cording to Philofophy, the Greatnefs of the Objeéts 
hath not the leait Influence on the Greatnefs of good 
and evil Aétions; for fometimes a greater Confluence 


of extraordinary Qualities is requifite to a good Aétion ° 


of little Confequence, than to fuch Adtions which tend to 
refcue whole Countries from the moft calamitous Cir- 
cumitances ; and in like Manner there may be difco- 


-vered a more deteitable Malice, and a more incorrigible 


ill Difpofition of the Mind, in Faéts feemingly incon- 
fiderable, than in Offences which are counted abomi- 
nable, becaufe attended with fatal Confequences. *Tis 
very true, that, according to the firft Rule, great 
Thefts are more detrimental to Society than lefler ones; 
but this hath no Influence om the intrinfick Pravity, and 
the effential Injuftice which conftitute the Nature of the 


_ Offence. It feems that the BritifS Nation have a View
